Plans  of  Work. 


The  1925  plans  of  work  which  are  now  coming  to  the  office  do  not 
show  the  improvement  we  hoped  for  from  our  suggestions  last  year  in  the 
"Extension  Horticulturist. " They  all  lack  one  or  more  of  the  essential 
items  which  make  up  a complete  plan  of  work  as  follows: 

1.  A clear  statement  of  the  problems  needing  attention. 

2.  The  methods  to  be  used  in  attacking  these  problems. 

3.  Cooperating  parties  and  duties  of  each. 

4.  The  goals  to  be  attained. 

5.  Calendar  of  operations  showing  the  work  to  be  done  each  month 

G.  Means  of  publicity. 

7.  Maps  showing  whore  work  w'ill  be  done. 

Some  of  the  plans  of  work  are  in  narrative  form,  and  give  only  a 
general  idea  of  what  is  to  bo  done,  others  give  an  abundance  of  detail. 
One  point  noted  is  that  the  lines  of  work  are  being  put  on  a long  time 
basis . 


Activities  of  State  Specialists. 

In  response  to  our  request,  wo  have  received  letters  from  a nvunber 
of  the  State  v^orkers  v/hich  include  notes  on  their  work.  These  should  bo 
of  interest  to  the  men  who  are  conducting  similar  v/ork  in  other  States. 


Pennsylvania 

Mr.  V/.  B.  Nissloy,  Specialist  in  Veg.  Gardening. 

State  College,  Pa.,  April  7>  1925* 

"I  had  hoped  to  have  a chance  tc  confer  with  Mr.  Mason  our  garden 
specialist  before  ansv'/ering  your  letter,  but  ho  has  been  in  the  field 
since  February  22nd.  The  vegetable  extension  work  for  this  year  has 
grown  tremendously.  V/e  are  conducting  ovor  one  hundred  community  farm 
demonstration  gardens  with  v/hich  you  are  famdliar.  Last  year,  Mr.  Mason 
had  fourteen.  Those  are  located  in  20  different  counties  making  an  average 
of  .about  5 tc  a county.  Quite  a number  of  requests  for  dGmonstra.tion  farm 
gardens  had  to  be  turned  down  this  year  on  account  of  our  not  being  able 
to  handle  them. 

The  dema.nd  for  better  seed,  and  the  conducting  of  strain  and  variety 
demonstrrvtions  has  also  increased  100  per  cent  and  v/o  arc  including  more 
kinds  of  vegetables  than  in  the  past.  Vfo  are  nov/  working  with  early  and 
late  cabbage,  tomatoes,  spinach,  celery,  sweet  corn,  asparagus  and  beans. 
There  v/ill  be  close  to  I25  dGmonstr'\tions  on  which  records  are  being  kept. 

In  addition  v/o  have  distributed  to  growers  2,400  samples  of  seeds  of  superio 
merit  for  compariso.n  with  the  stra.ins  they  are  grev/ing. 

A vegetable  grov/ers’  assccir.tion  v/as  formed  in  Monroe  County  to 
supply  fresh  home-grown  vegetables  tc  the  Pooonc  Mount.'iins  summer  resorts. 
Last  year  those  resorts  spent  about  |150,000  for  produce  from  outside  the 
county  and  it  is  the  aim  to  supply  a p'^'.rt  of  the  requirements  of  the  resorts 
from  the  farms  of  the  countju 
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One  of  the  groatost  needs  cf  the  vegetable  grov/cr  :r  farmer  v/hc 
produGGS  some  vegetables  for  the  smaller  nearby  mr.rkets  is  proper  equip- 
ment. This  is  especially  true  in  the  nortliorn  Goauetios  whore  the  season 
is  rather  short  raid  wo  h.-vc  supervised  the  building  of  several  small 
9 by  12  foot  sash  grounheusos  in  which  the  growers  c-m  raise  their  ovm 
early  plants.  \Ic  hope  this  f*;!!  tc  build  a Cunsiderablo  n\imbar  of  these 
sash  houses  as  demons trvations  for  next  year  in  the  \an''i-..'us  communities. 
This  is  the  first  year  that  v/e  h.-.a/c  had  to  tuini  down  rociuests  for  demon- 
stration work  but  are  glo^d  tc  realize  th:.-t  the  general  X->ut)lic  is  coming 
to  a]pxoreciate  the  possibilities  of  vegetable  growing  in  this  State.  V/e 
shall  be  glo.d  tc  see  you  at  almost  any  time  during  May  or  June.  Our  busy 
period  of  winter  meetings  is  just  over  o.nd  the  remainder  of  the  year  will 
be  largely  devoted  to  caring  for  the  projects  that  have  been  started  this 
spring . " 


Vogeto.blo  Extension  \Tork  in  Massachusetts 
Prof.  Ray  M.  Keen, 

Vogeto.blc  Extension  Specialist. 

"The  vegetable  growing  industry  in  Massachusetts  is  concentrated  in 
the  eastern  counties.  For  this  reason  the  Stato  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  maintains  a sub-station  at  YJaltham,  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
st'ite.  The  p)urposG  of  this  Market  Garden  Field  Strition,  as  it  is  called, 
is  to  servo  Masscachuse tts  agriculture,  especially  the  producers  of  vegetable 
crops.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  activities  cf  the  Station  have  been  limited 
to  research  end  extension  in  vegetables. 

The  facilities  c^^nsist  of  an  area  of  bO  acres,  offices,  lo^boratories , 
o.nd  every  moans  for  prosecuting  the  work. 

Experimental  and  extension  work  arc  linked  up  very  closely  together. 

The  Hoad  of  the  Department  of  Vegetable  Gardening  at  Amherst,  the  Director 
of  the  Extension  Service,  and  the  Director  of  the  Experiment  Station  are 
responsible  for  the  correlation  of  subject  matter,  extension  work  and  research 
projects,  respectively.  The  executive  in  charge  of  the  Station  also  functions 
as  Extension  Specialist  in  Vegetable  Gardening.  As  the  Station  serves  as  a 
clearing  house  for  information,  this  appears  to  be  a very  satisfactory 
arrangement . 

As  the  specialist  works  throughout  the  state  he  has  every  opportunity  to 
discover  the  problems  confronting  the  market  gardeners.  Those  problems  aro 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  staff  at  the  Field  Station  for  investigation. 
The  results  of  th^sc  investigations  are  disseminated  through  the  available 
avenues,  principally  by  means  of  the  agricultural  agents  in  the  various  countie 

Vegetable  extension  projects  arc  about  equally  divided  betv/oen  green- 
house and  outdoor  loracticos.  The  troubles  confronting  greenhouse  growers  aro 
no  doubt  essentially  the  stune  as  in  other  states.  The  spider,  mite,  and  nema- 
tode command  first  attention  because  oftheir  prevalence  and  injury.  Linseed 
oil  emulsion  developed  by  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  has  not  been 
generally  accepted  as  a control  for  spider  mite  because  when  specific  in- 
structions as  to  manufacture  and  application  arc  not  adhered  to  its  use  is 
attended  by  foliage  injury.  Steam  or  hot  water  sterilization  is  a regular 
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annual  practice  against  nematodes  but  is  expensive  ;,ind  unsatisfactory. 

Some  experiments  v;ith  calcium  cyanide  as  an  exterminant  for  this  post 
will  be  conducted  this  year. 

The  most  conspicuous  project  undertaken  this  yea.r  in  which  all  vege- 
table producers  are  interested  is  that  of  better  grading.  The  Massachusetts 
standard  produce  box  in  which  practically  all  vegetables  are  marketed  v/ill 
facilitate  greatly.  The  Sta.te  Bureau  of  ^'tirkots  is  cooperating  with  the 
Extension  Service  in  this  ondea.vor.  The  ploai  will  first  bo  tried  out  by 
the  Boston  Market  Gardeners  Association,  and  if  successful  will  be  extended 
statewide.  Grades  for  five  vegetables  have  been  drawn  up  and  grades  for 
other  vegetables  will  bo  defined  as  necessary.  An  advertising  campaign  for 
the  consumption  of  locally  grov/n  produce  will  be  an  integral  part  of  the 
project. 

The  grades  are  modifications  of  the  United  States  Standards  to  suit 
loca.1  conditions: 


Vita  Viga  Vegetables. 

The  principle  which  governs  these  grades  requires 
that  the  contents  of  the  poick  shall  bo  the  some  from  top 
to  bottom. 

CUCUMBERS  - VITA  VIGA  GRjTDE  NO.  1 shall  consist  of  cucumbers  which 
are  uniform  in  size  and  shape,  fresh,  firm,  of  good  color  and  are  practi- 
cally free  from  blom.ishos  and  imperfections.  The  miniraoun  size  shall  be 
6 inches. 

FIELD  TOMTOES  - VITA  VIGA  GR/\DE  NO.l  shall  consist  of  tomatoes  of 
similar  varietal  charaotoristics , v/hich  are  of  an  oven  degree  of  ripeness, 
but  not  overripe  or  soft;  well  formed,  smooth,  and  practioa.lly  froe  from 
blemsishes  and  imperfections.  The  rnimimum  size  shall  bo  2 inches. 

FIELD  LETTUCE  - VITA  VIGA  GRADE  NO.  1 shall  consist  of  heads  of 
lettuce  of  uniform  size  and  of  similo.r  va.rietal  characteristics  which  are 
fresh,  well  trimmed,  firm,  which  are  not  decayed,  split  or  burst,  and  which 
are  free  from  seed  stems,  and  do'ubles,  and  from  damage  caused  by  dirt, 
wilting,  freezing,  tip  burn,  disease,  insects,  or  other  imperfections.  The 
minimoim  weight  shall  be  8 ounces. 

CELERY  - VITA  VIGA  GR/JDE  NO,  1 shall  consist  of  cleanly  washed,  well 
trimmed  stalks  of  celery,  of  similar  varietal  oharactcristics , of  good  heart 
and  which  are  well  blanched,  not  pithy,  n,nd  which  are  practically  free  from 
blemishes  G.nd  imperfections.  A uniformly  sized  bunch  shall  prev.ail  through- 
out the  box. 

CUT-OFF  CARROTS  - VITA  VIGA  GR;iDE  NO.  1 shall  consist  of  carrots  of 
uniform  size  and  shape,  which  are  firm,  smooth,  clean  and  practically  free 
from  blemishes  and  imperfections.  Minimum  size  I-I/4  inch  in  diameter. 
Maximum  size  2-I/4  inches  in  diameter.  "

"Certifiod  seed  potatoes,  seed  troatnent  and  fertilizer,  v/hen  used 
together,  have  doubled  the  yield  and  improved  the  quality  of  potatoes  for 
many  Missouri  grow'ors  and  have  given  prcfitablc  increases  v/horovoi’  used. 

Tho  v'luo  of  these  practices  have  been  shov/n  throughout  the  State  during 
the  last  few  years  in  a scries  of  dGncnstrati..n  fields  conducted  by  interested 
fanners  in  cooperation  with  the  Extension  Service  of  the  Missouri  Ccllcge  of 
Agriculture.  Records  have  been  kept  .as  to  tho  yield  of  those  fields.  Tho 
results,  together  with  a brief  outline  of  the  methods  used  and  roconnended , 
are  presented  in  tho  sunnaries.  The  conplote  records  for  I924  also  appear 
in  this  circular. 

In  1924  the  32  demonstrations  in  12  Missouri  counties  shov/cd  an  average 
increase  in  yield  of  d2.9  bushels  per  aero  for  the  certified  seed  ever  sgomnon 
seed  of  a.l!  sources.  Even  in  the  I4  denonstrations  whore  supposedly  good 
uncertified  northern  seed  was  used  as  the  chock  there  was  an  advantage  of  44 
bushels  per  acre  in  favr  of  the  genuine  northu rn  gr ov/n,  state  inspected  and 
certified  seed  potatoes."

"In  a new  state  where  no\T  Cv’nditions  must  be  met,  cnc  of  the  first  steps 
necessary  is  to  detornine  the  value  of  those  thiii^s  which  h-\ve  been  develcped 
elsewhere,  ".'hile  veget-'ibles  as  a whole  do  v;oll  hero,  some  are  better  adapted 
than  others.  A few  arc  hardly  worth  gra.ving;  some  arc  v^.lu."±)lo  only  V7hen 
proper  varieties  arc  gro’.vn;  vdiilc  others  arc  perfectly  at  hone.  Knov/ing  this, 
it  is  nevertheless  hai*d  to  pl:;n  a g:ordcn  and  select  varieties  frem  a seed 
catalog.  In  rcctnt  years  more  th"n  75^  varieties  of  vegctooblcs  have  been  grown 
at  the  North  Dakota  Experiment  Station  in  order  that  reliable  information  cn 
this  subject  might  be  sacured.
